HE news of this witchcraft coming to the 
T* king's WM of 1 majeſty was ele 
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2ppoint commiſſioners, ſome of the clergy and 
ſome of the lazy, to make a journey to the town 
aforeſaid, and to examine the whole buſineſs; 
and accordingly, the examination was ordered to 
de on the thirteenth of Auguſt: and the com- 
miſſi ners met on the twetfth inſtant, in the ſaid 
village, at the parſon's houſe z to whom, both 
the minift-r, and ſeveral people of faſhion, com- 
plained, with tears in their eyes, of the miſerable 
condition they wire in.; and therefore begged of 
them, to think of fome wa „ whereby they might 
be de liverea from that calamity. They gave the 
commiſſoners very ſtrange inſtances of the de- 
vil's tyranny among them; how, by the help of 
witches, he had dr:»wn ſome hundreds of chil. 
Aren to him, and made them tuvjeR- to his 

wer; how he hath been ſcen to go, in a viſi- 

e ſhape, through» the country, and appeared 
daily to the people; how he had wrought upon 
the poorer ſort, by prefenting them with meat 


- and drink, and-this way allured them io himſelf; 
with other ciccumſtances to he mentioned here- 


aſter. The inhabitants of the village added, with 
great lamentations, That though their 'chil- 
dren had er and Nee ſought God 
earneſt!l rayer, yet they were carried 
0010 by him.” l And 2 begerd of the 
lords commiſſioners, to root out this helliſh crew, 
that they might regain their former reſt and 
quietneſs; and the rather, becauſe the children 
which uſed to be carried away, in the county or 
diſtrift of Elfdale, fince fome witches had been 
burnt there, remained unmoleſted. | 
That day, i. e. the thirteenth of Auguſt, being 
the laſt humiliation-day_inſtituted by authority, 
for the removing of this judgment, the commiſ- 
ſioners went to church; where there appeared a 
eenkderable aflembly both of young and vid. 
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The children could read moſt of them, and ſing 
pſalms, and ſo could the women, though not 
with any great zeal and ferbour. There were

preached two ſermons that day, in which the _ 


miſerable caſe of thoſe people, that ſuffered them- 
ſelves to be deluded by the devil, was laid open; 
and theſe ſermons were at laſt concluded with 


very fervent prayer. b 


e public worſhip being over, all the people 
of the town were called together in tue parſon's 
houſe, near three thouſand of them. Silence being / 


commanded, the king's commiſhon was read pu- 
blicly, in the hearing of them all ; and they were” 
charged, under very great penalties, to conceal no- 
thing of what theyknew, and to ſay nothing but the 
truth'; thoſe eſpecially who were guilty, that the 


children might be delivered from the clutches of the 
devil. They all promiſed obedience ; the guilty 
ſeignedly, but the guiltleſs weeping and crying. 


bitterly. 


On the 14th of Auguſt, the commiſſioners met 


again, conſulting how they * withſtand this 
dangerous flood; after * iberation, an or- 
der alſo coming from his Majeſty, they refolved 


to execute ſuch'as the matter of fact could be 


proven 1 Examination being made, there 
were no leſs than threeſcore and ten in the vil 
lage afqreſaid, three and twenty of which, con- 


felling their crimes, were condemned to die; one 


pretending ſhe was with child, and the reſt deny- 


ing, and pleading not'guilty, were ſent to Fahluna, 


where moſt of them were afterwards executed. 
Fifteen children, who likewiſe confeſſed, that 


they were engaged in this witchery, died as the :

An old woman of Elfdale confeſſed, that the 
devil had helped her to make a nail, which ſhe 
ſtruck into a boy's knee ; of which ſtroke the boy 
remained lame a long time. And ſhe added, that 
before ſhe was burned, or executed by the hand 
of juſtice, the boy would recover. ' © 

hey confeſſed alſo, that the devil gives them 
a beaſt, about the ſhape and bigneſs of a cat, 
which they call a carrier; and he gives them a 
bird too, as big as a raven, hut white.

The above relation is taken from the public re-

eumſtances. And at tbis time, through all the 
country, there are prayers weekly in all churches, 
to the end that Almighty God would pull down 
the devil's power, and deliver thoſe poor crea» 
tures which have hitherto groaned under it. 
TheLord Lyonbergh, envoy extraordinary for

That ſame night, about twelve o'clock, the mi 
niſter took her uncle out to his own garden, te 
take a turn or two; and began to bear in upo! 
- him the ſenſe of this fore aMiction which was uf 
on the family, and exhorted him to reflect upor 
his ways, and conſider if he had done any thing 
that had provoked the Lord againſt him and par 
ticularly, he charged him with one thing, wher 
of there was a loud report. He ſolemnly protef 
ed, and that with dreadful imprecations, that l 
was innocent of that particular which was fai 
of him, and abſolutely denied it. 1 
She confeſſed, that ſhe had ſeen the devil asi 


man's likeneſs ; but eſpecially once, going 
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church, when he forbade her to ge and hear ſer - 
mon. Aſter much trouble of this kind, and much 
noiſe and talking, the young woman, being but 
twelve or thirteen years of age, came to Edin- 
burgh, and tarried with a friend there; and from 
thence ſhe went to Leith; where the ſerved a mi- 
ftreſs. At laſt, ſhe went to Eaſter Duddingſton, 
it ſeems, and married there a huſband ; with 
whom ſhe lived ſome: years at: Magdalen-Pans, 
where ſhe died. 1 do not hear that ever ſhe was 
moleſted after. If all the particulars of this buſi- 
neſs were truly collected, they would amount to 
a far longer relation than I have ſet down.

A ſbort information-anent Janet Douglas. 
HEN I was at Glaſgow, in ſummer 167% 
I was deſirous to ſee the dumb girl, whom' 
u mention in your firſt relation. At my firſt 
incoming, ſhe declined to entertain diſcourſe ; but 
by friendly expreſſions, and giving her ſome mo- 

ney, I gained her. I firſt enquired anent her 
rentage? * do not remember, ſays ſhe, of my 
parents, but only that I was called by the name 
of Janet Douglas, by all people who knew me. - 
I-was keeped, when I was very young, by a poor 
woman, that proved very cruel to me, by beating 
and abuſing 'me ; whereupon I deſerted the wo- 
e, and went a-begging.” I enquired' 
ſhe became dumb? © She told me, 
by reaſon of a ſore ſwelling ſhe took in her throat 
and tongue; but aſterwards, by the application 
of album græcum, which 1 thought, ſaid ſhe, 
was reyealed to me, I recovered my ſpeech.” I 
aſked her, how ſhe came to the knowledge of 


witches and their practices? Sae anſwered, that 
ſhe had it only by and knew all things aas

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well as if ſhe had been perſonally preſent with 
them, but had no revelation, or information from 
the voice of any ſpirit; nor had ſhe any commu- 
nication with the devil, or any ſpirit of that kind: 
* Only, ſays ſhe,” the devil was repreſented to 
me, when he was in company with any of the 
Witches, in that ſame ſhape and habit he was 
ſeen by them.” i; 6 F 
She told me, ſhe was altogether ignorant of 
the principles of religion; but had ſome ſmatter- 
ing knowledge of the Lord's prayer, which ſhe 
had heard the witches repeat, it ſeems, by her 
viſion, in preſence of the devil; and, at his de- 
Fre, which they obſerved, they added to the word 
art the letter u, which made it run, Our Fa- 
ther which wart in heaven ;” and made the third 
petition thus,“ As on earth, fo it may in hea- 
ven; by which means the devil made the appli- 
cation. of the prayer to himſelf. * 
I remember, that one day, there was a woman 
in the town, who had the curioſity to give her a 
"viſit, (ho aſked her, How ſhe came to the know- 
ledge of ſo many things? But the young. wench 
ſhifted her, by aſking the woman's name; ſhe 
told her name: ſays the other, Are there any 
other in Glaſgow of that name?” No, ſays the 
woman. Then ſaid the girl, You are a witch.” 
Says the other, Then you are a devil.” The 
irl anſwers, * The devil doth not reveal witches; 
Þut I know you to be one, and I know ygyr prac- 
tices too.” Hereupon the woman run May, in 
great confuſion ;, being indeed a perſon ſuſpected 
of witcheraft, and tad been fame time impriſon- 
ed on that account. | 
Another woman, whoſe name was Campbell, 
had the curioſity, - likwiſe, to come and ſee her, 
and began to aſk ſome queſtions. at her. The 
Vench ſhiſting to give her. an anſwer, fays, 1 
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u, tell me, where were you yeſternight, - 
NE were you _y And withal, ſays . — 
jet me ſee your arm.“ She refuſing, the landlord 
laid hold upon the woman, with ſome others in 
the houſe, and forced her to make bare her arm, 
where Janet Douglas ſhewed them an inviſible 
mark, which ſhe had gotten from the devil. The 
poor woman, much aſhamed, run home. A little 
time after ſhe came out, and told her neighbours, . 
that what Janet Douglas ſaid of her was true 
and earneſtly intreated them, that they would 
ſhew ſo — to the magiſtrates, that ſhe might 
be apprehended'z * otherwiſe the devil, ſays ſhe, 
will make me kill myſelf.” But the neighbours, 
judging her to be under a fit of diſtraction, car» 
ried her home to her houſe ; but early next morn» 
ing, the woman was found drowned in Clyde. 

The girl likewiſe told me, at Glaſgow, being 
then under no reſtraint, that it was revealed to 
her, ſhe would be carried before the great coun- 
cil at Edinburgh, impriſoned there, and ſcourged 
through. the town. All which. came to paſs; for, 
about a year. after, ſhe was ap — * and im 
priſoned in the tolbooth of the Canongate, and 
was brought before the council; but nothing be · 
ing. found againſt her, ſhe was diſmiffed : but 
thereafter, for ſeveral crimes committed within 
the town of Edinburgh, ſhe was taken again, and 
impriſoned, ſcourged, and ſent away to ſome fo- - 
reign plantation; fince which time I have not 
heard Wher. nd Fs 

There are ſeveral other remarkable paſſages : 
concerning her which I cannot inform you- of, 
which others perhaps may do; therefore- I ſhall ' 
abruptly break off, and ſay no more, but that I am 
your 1 friend. This information I have : 
irom. a diſcreet underſtanding gentleman, who
